State Fire 
Marshal offers 
summer safety tips 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

(Part 2 of 2) 

Charcoal Grills 

Use only charcoal lighter fluid to start charcoal 
grills. 

Once the coals have been lighted, never add 
more lighter fluid to the fire - flames may travel up 
the stream of lighter fluid, resulting in serious burns. 

Burn First Aid 

Stop, Drop and Roll to extinguish a clothing fire. 

Cool a burn. For minor burns, run cool water imme¬ 
diately over the burn. 

Seek emergency medical help immediately for 
more serious burns. 

Use sunscreen to avoid sunburn. 

Fireworks 

Enjoy the many professional, supervised fire¬ 
works displays. 

The possession and use of all fireworks by private 
citizens is illegal in Massachusetts. This includes 
sparklers, party poppers, snappers, firecrackers, and 
cherry bombs (to name a few). 

It is illegal to purchase fireworks in another state 
and transport them into Massachusetts.

Why I voted against the budget without further questions 


Knowing that the votes were there on the Council 
to pass the budget, and not wishing to be argumenta¬ 
tive about unanswered questions, I asked no further 
questions. I accepted my colleagues' decision, 
remembering all the time we have put in on the budg¬ 
et, but I could not in good conscience vote on this 
budget with the unanswered questions I had. The fol¬ 
lowing is what I said at the meeting explaining my 
vote. 

To vote for a budget is to say overall this is a good 
budget and I approve it. I cannot say that. The full 
explanation is too long for this point in time. The result 
of many hours of budget meetings and dicussions 
cannot be fully expressed in a few minutes, but the 
three primary reasons I am voting against the budget 
are: first, because of the way we treat our special edu¬ 
cation students. I have seen more special students 
than I care to count educated happily within our 
schools, be literally forced out of town to get their edu¬ 
cation, at great expense. 

The savings to educate our special students in 
town would be considerable, and more importantly,

they would be with us, where they belong. I have faith 
in our new superintendent and that she will be 
addressing these problems, but this budget process 
allowed for no discussion of the issue. 

This is the second reason for my “no” vote - the 
budget process was too disjointed, for me, to be cred¬ 
ible. An attempt was made to massacre the school 
budget blaming overruns, for a large part, on special 
ed. Yet these overruns were never explained. 

I commend the School Committee for defending 
the school system from the Mayor, but the dysfunc¬ 
tional process allowed no questions to be answered 
as to why the SPED overruns occurred and what 
could be done to address them. 

Another reason the process lacked credibility was 
the treatment given the Middle School. Their treat¬ 
ment in last year’s budget was bad enough, but to 
then attempt to level-fund this budget without expla¬ 
nation is to accept and perpetuate the inequity, which 
leads into the third reason I cannot vote for this budg¬ 
et - the Law Department.

Two years ago, the Mayor wanted a full-time city 
solicitor. Personally, I thought a full-time solicitor could 
be justified, but not also remtaining an assistant solic¬ 
itor position. That big a leap was not justified in my 
mind.

In other words, that no one in the Law 
Department took the trouble to point out to the Mayor 
the inappropriateness, if not illegality, of treating one 
school out of seven so differently means to me, our 
funds for legal guidance are not being properly 
expended. 

I cannot in good conscience say I approve this 
budget and, therefore, am voting no.

Springtime is a season of change each year in 
America. Schoolchildren move on from one class to 
another. Seniors in high school and college graduate, 
something most of them have looked forward to, but 
might now find unsettling. The thrill of “finally being 
out!" can be tempered by the other feeling - “you’re on 
your own, now.” Someone once said, “Progress we 
like, it’s the changes we can’t stand.”

received Him, to those who believed in His name, 
He gave the right to become children of God. But 

it seems that God will not force Himself upon anyone 
who does not want Him in their lives. 

There are great benefits to believing in Jesus. For 
if, by the trespass of the one man (Adam), death 
reigned through that one man, how much more 
will those who receive God’s abundant provision 
of grace and the gift of righteousness reign in life 
through the one man, Jesus Christ. There is the 
story of friends encountering each other on the street 
and inquiring about each other. One of them says, 
“Under the circumstances, I guess I’m okay.” The 
other friend says, “What are you doing under the cir¬ 
cumstances?” The point of the story is that we do not 
have to live “under the circumstances,” we can reign 
in life through Jesus Christ. 

The effect of sin entering the world is that the 
world is not at present as God intended for it to be. 
There are some naturally occurring challenges, such 
as critical illness, with which we must contend. That is 
no surprise to anyone, and the Bible explains that the 
created world was polluted by sin. We must acknowl¬ 
edge, though, that the majority of the problems we 
struggle with are man-made problems. Man’s inhu¬ 
manity to man is not the result of nature, it is self- 
inflicted wounds. 

. God knows and cares about the problems we face, 
whether they are man-made or the result of nature.

And even the very hairs of your head are all num¬ 
bered. So don’t be afraid; you are worth more than 
many sparrows.” Jesus was pointing out that the 
same God who made each of us with individual fin¬ 
gerprints knows and cares about each of us, individu¬ 
ally.

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Tips for a successful yard sale... 

Moving time is the best time to clear out all that 
stuff you don’t want to take with you, AND make a lit¬ 
tle cash for moving expenses. 

First, set a date and time when you can devote 
your full attention to this sale (for gathering up various 
articles as well as being able to attend the sale full¬ 
time). Second, plan just what you’re going to put in 
the sale, if you're going to have the sale alone, or with 
other families. Third, have plenty of change on hand - 
both coin and paper money. 

Now, get down to business. A saie is work, but the 
returns more than justify the effort. Clean out your 
closets, and anything that is useless to you or you 
don’t want ... put it in the sale. One person's trash 
may be another person’s goldmine! Besides, the 
more you sell, the less you’ll have to pack. 

Of course, you need to advertise. Run an ad in 
your daily newspaper. The best days for your garage 
sale are Thursday, Friday, and Saturday. If you run 
your ad one day only, have it in the Thursday paper. 
You might like to run the ad two days to appear in both 
the Thursday and Friday editions. Two-day advertis¬ 
ing is usually adequate, unless your sale is continued 
late Saturday night and Sunday. Be specific, concise, 
and honest. State the place, date, and hours. If you 
have a large amount of clothing, specify some of the 
sizes. Give good descriptive details to save disap¬ 
pointments. 

In addition to placing an ad in the paper, place 
signs at points where people will see them. Some 
stores have bulletin boards on which you can place 
notices. Advertise all you can, and be ready to meet 
any customer as soon as the paper hits the street. 
Some eager buyers may come before the sale even 
begins! 

Make arrangements to have all your remaining 
“treasures” picked up after the sale for donation or 
disposal. Remember, if you were willing to sell it, you 
don’t need to move it to your next house. Be discrim¬ 
inating and stick to your resolve. 

On the day of the sale, think merchandising! 
Display your wares attractively. Be sure they are 
clean, usable, and priced temptingly.

Show cause hearing 

Before a criminal complaint is issued, there is a 
very important procedure that is available to prospec¬ 
tive defendants in the District Court, under certain 
conditions. 

If a person goes to the Clerk's office and makes an 
oral complaint against a person, not under arrest, and 
the complaint involves a misdemeanor, he or she will 
be asked to complete an application for issuance of 
process. Before process (complaint) issues, the 
District Court must give to the accused person, writ¬ 
ten notice of the application and an opportunity to be 
heard in opposition, unless exigent circumstances are 
present. The exigent circumstances that remove the 
need for written notice involve an imminent threat of 
bodily injury, the commission of a crime or of flight 
from the Commonwealth by the accused person. 

In practice, the person completes the application 
for the issuance of process, and before a complaint 
issues, a show cause hearing will be held, if the per¬ 
son complained of falls within the ambit of the statute. 

The implicit purpose of the show cause hearing is 
to enable the Clerk to screen a variety of minor crim¬ 
inal or potentially criminal matters out of the criminal 
justice system through a combination of counseling, 
discussion, or threat of prosecution. Once the person 
has received the notice, he or she has a seasonable 
time for requesting the hearing. 

At the hearing, the defendant must be given an 
opportunity to be heard personally or by counsel in 
opposition to the issuance of the complaint. The 
accused is not given the right to cross-examine the 
witnesses, but in practice many magistrates allow a 
reasonable amount of cross-examination by the 
accused or his lawyer. A stenographer may be hired 
by the accused and is allowed to be present and take 
the evidence. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, the magistrate 
upon consideration of the evidence, may cause the 
complaint to issue provided that there is probably 
cause to believe that the person who is the object of 
the application for the issuance of process has com¬ 
mitted the offense charged.

Doll clothing and accessories are also always in 
demand. Toys go over big at any time. Make a hit with 
the kiddies, and they (in turn) might persuade their 
parents to buy something. 

Don’t be afraid to drag out those outgrown items, 
old dishes, and two-of-a-kind items you don’t really 
need. You'll find the money in your pocket is better 
than all the clutter in the house. 

Set up card tables or ping-pong tables to display 
small merchandise. Place tables in a manner that will 
leave room for shoppers to browse without feeling 
crowded. Colorful table covers draw a lot of attention 
to your items. Take advantage of the space under the 
tables if you need more display room. You’ll be 
amazed how buyers spot the smallest item under the 
table. 

You’ll save yourself a lot of time answering ques¬ 
tions if you show a price on all merchandise. Use 
small stickers and a heavy black felt marking pen for 
lettering. 

Be sure you have electrical outlets nearby for 
appliances to show customers that your articles do 
work.

Drinking glasses, dishes, and cups will sell 
faster if you price them in sets rather than individual¬ 
ly. Paperback books, magazines, records, and items 
that have titles will sell more readily if they are marked 
separately. If they want them collectively, they’ll ask 
you. 

At the end of the day, you should have money in 
your pocket, some new acquaintances, and a lighter 
load when it’s time to move.

Cervicobrachial syndrome 

Question: I have a habit of sleeping on my stom¬ 
ach with my head turned to one side. I've been told 
this is improper. I’m beginning to agree, since I’ve 
recently had a stiff neck and occasional numbness in 
my right arm. Anti-inflammatory medication helps, but 
only for a short period. Someone suggested chiro¬ 
practic treatment.

Answer: You appear to be describing a cervico¬ 
brachial syndrome, meaning the dysfunction and 
symptoms you describe in your neck and arm are 
casually related to your neck. 

Treatment of this type of condition certainly falls 
within the realm and scope of chiropractic proce¬ 
dures.

Astigmatism 

Astigmatism ... the word itself sounds much more 
serious than it actually is. Associated with both near¬ 
sightedness and farsightedness, Astigmatism is the 
most common of vision problems. 

Simply put, the condition occurs when the eye 
lacks a single point of focus. People with astigmatism 
have a random, inconsistent vision pattern, where 
some objects appear clear and others blurry. 

Usually present at birth and neither worsens or 
improves over time, an astigmatismatic person has a 
cornea (clear covering of the eyeball) shaped like an 
oblong football as opposed to a round baseball. This 
will cause images to focus on two different areas 
inside the globe of the eye rather than one area 
directly on the retina. 

Most prescriptions for glasses will have some 
amount of astigmatic correction. The numbers of the 
prescription might look like this -100 -100 x125. 
Contacts or eyeglasses can be used to correct this 
problem. Toric contacts are used with more severe 
astigmatic patients. 

Very common problem ... very correctable.

Be careful when using kava kava... 

Question: I use kava kava when I am stressed, 
and it really helps make me calmer. Now I hear it may 
cause liver damage. What's up with that? (Len, 
Wilbraham.) 

Answer: Kava kava is a plant that has been used 
for centuries in the Polynesian countries to relieve 
stress. In Polynesian countries, kava is made ready 
for use by having young boys chew the plant and spit 
it into a spittoon; it’s left there to ferment, and then it's 
ready for consumption. Here in the United States, we 
have kava kava available in a more appealing pill 
form. 

Science shows it can make you feel relaxed and 
help with insomnia. However, recent reports from 
Germany and Switzerland have linked kava products 
with about 30 cases of liver toxicity, including hepati¬ 
tis, cirrhosis, and liver failure. 

Scientists don’t know yet if the problems were due 
to the herb itself. It may be due to interactions with 
other medications or manufacturing methods used. 

Until we know more, here are some precautions 
recommended by the American Botanical Council: 

* Avoid kava if you have liver problems or take 
medications that may harm the liver (such as aceta¬ 
minophen). 

* Avoid kava if you drink alcohol, since alcohol is 
potentially damaging to the liver. 

* Don’t take kava on a daily basis for more than 
four weeks. The reported problems were linked to 
long-term use. 

* Stop using kava if you notice symptoms of Vwer 
dysfunction. Symptoms include nausea, abdominal 
pain, loss of appetite, dark urine, clay-colored stools, 
and yellowing of the skin or whites of your eyes.

-1/2 cup green soybeans 

- 3 handsfuls of roasted soy nuts 

Add soy slowly to your diet, as your gastrointestinal 
system will need to get used to this new food. 

Soy is a great food to supplement your diet, as well 
as your family’s. Try this great source of protein!

Experimenting with 
barbecue side dishes... 

What would a barbecue be without side dishes? 
Pasta salads are always a favorite, so here are a few 
ways to make them just a little different. 

Try adding a can of drained peas or a can of tuna. 
Then, diced red bell pepper, chopped apple, or pear. 
Minced fresh herbs will make a difference, as well as 
diced hard salami or ham. Go a little crazy. What's the 
worst that can happen? Your family says, “Oh, Mom, 
don’t do that one again.” I think you will get, “Wow! 
That was great!” more often. Maybe your friends will 
start to wonder if you’re taking cooking classes some¬ 
where, so go ahead and experiment. 

When it comes to cole slaw, we have all had the 
classic mayo, milk, vinegar, and sugar a zillion times 
poured over cabbage. Try using different ingredients 
(like Jicama) to make your slaw. Instead of mayo over 
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the cabbage and carrot, mix use ranch dressing or a 
balsamic Italian dressing. 

Sometimes I prefer German potato salad. Use red 
potatoes, leave the skin on, and slice before boiling. 
To the cooked potatoes, add olive oil, red wine vine¬ 
gar, cooked bacon, chopped red peppers, fresh pars¬ 
ley, and chopped black olives. 

Try baking on your gas grill. Basic cornbread 
should be an easy first try. You can “cheat”: just buy a 
cornbread mix and add a small can of cream of corn 
and an extra egg to the mix, as well as a little cheese 
like Monterey Jack (shredded) and one small chopped 
Jalapeno (without the seeds). Bake until a toothpick 
comes out clean. 

Fruit salad at a picnic should be a law. You must 
have fresh fruit! I like a mix of melon, apple, grapes, 
pitted cherries, and orange slices all tossed together 
with a little sugar and a splash of sherry. 

To make the basic potato salad, all you need are 
potatoes, cooked (of course) with mayonnaise, salt, 
and pepper. But, you will want to zing the flavors a lit¬ 
tle. I like to add chopped boiled eggs, parsley, and 
fire-roasted red bell peppers. All you have to do is 
wash off your peppers and place them on your grill. 
Allow the outsides to get some color to them. When 
they start to blacken in spots, they are done. Now, 
peel of the burned spots and de-seed the pepper. 
Chop and add to your salad. A little mustard goes nice 
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in that potato salad mix, too. 

The final item to have on hand is a tall, cool drink 
for your guest. Fresh-made lemonade is hard to beat. 
Decorate with a sprig of fresh mint. If you want some¬ 
thing a little fancier, try blueberry wine coolers with 1/3 
blueberry wine, 2/3 ginger ale, a scoop of raspberry 
sorbet, and decorate with a lemon slice or some mint. 
The blueberry wine is produced at Chester Hill 
Wineries and is available at the Super Phipps in 
Westfield (however, ask for it here at the Feeding Hills 
Phipps Liquors). 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude": it’s not what 
you’re eating, but whom you're dining with!

Lauren Powell headed on up

Last week's graduation at Agawam High School 
saw one of the best athletes ever to come through the 
system get her sheepskin. Yet the kid never wore AHS 
Brownie athletic colors. Gymnast Lauren Powell of 
Feeding Hills went the extra mile and became a level 
10 competitor in a very tough and disciplined sport. 

Her talent will have her attending the highly-rated 
Arizona State University on a full boat this fall as a 
member of its women’s gymnastics team. 

Lauren’s resume is extensive. She won all-around 
in the State Tournament in 1999, 2000, and 2001 and 
placed second in the regionals (1998, 2002), which 
included New York and New Hampshire. Last year, 
she went to the Nationals in Eugene, Oregon and won 
on the bars. 

This weekend, Lauren will most likely gain elite sta¬ 
tus in a meet at Needham (Mass.) against a team 
from the Ukraine (of the former Soviet Republic). 
Friday, June 21st will see compulsory competition. 
Saturday, June 22nd will showcase optional exercise. 
“I think my scores on both days will get me back into 
the elites,” Lauren said. 

You see, she's been there before. “Yeah, I made 
the elites as a sophomore in high school. But a bout 
with meningitis made it impossible to compete for a 
time and I lost my elite status. So now it’s time again,” 
she said. 

And that is really what it’s all about. The colleges 
wanted her. “I got about 20 letters from the top gym¬ 
nastic schools all over the country,” she said. 

Lauren narrowed things down to five - the 
University of Florida, Georgia, Ohio State, Arizona 
State, and Minnesota. In a period of time last fall, all 
of them took a weekend and flew her to their places. 
“It was great,” she recalled. “I spent 48 hours at each 
college. They showed me their facilities. I saw their 
athletes work out. I got to talk to them and their coach¬ 
es. I stayed in the dorm with the gymnasts. They took 
me out to eat and every school took me to a football 
game." 

We had to ask which football team impressed her 
the most. “It had to be the University of Florida," 
Lauren said. 

But Arizona State impressed her overall. “I loved 
the location in Tempe, Arizona. The athletes and 
coach (John Spini) really impressed me. He’s been 
there 18 years and has gotten the team into the 
nationals in 15 of those years." 

Then Lauren added, “They are also building a 
state-of-the-art gymnastics facility, which will be ready 
in the spring of next year. They had everything I want¬ 
ed. 

“I report August 21st to sign up for classes. Then 
we begin our training. My first meet with them will be 
in Hawaii in January of next year." 

All of the gravy didn’t come without paying a price. 
Lauren is 18 years-old. She has been in gymnastics 

since she was seven. “I knew high school-level gym-

nasties wasn’t enough for me,” she said, “even though 
I have a lot of friends on the AHS team.” 

So it meant training from 6:30 a.m.-8:00 a.m. 


Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays. Then 
there were the evening workouts from 3:00-7:30 on 
Wednesdays and the Saturday sessions from 11:30 
a.m.-4:00 p.m. 

“It's like a business. I haven’t had much time for 
anything but gymnastics and homework for a long 
time,” she said. 

Lauren says she is in the best shape of her life. But 
physical shape isn’t the only thing in gymnastics.

She is an expert in the all-around, which includes 
uneven bars, the beam, vault, and the floor. Yet 
Lauren is also realistic when it comes to Olympic 
dreams (Athens 2004). 

“I’ll just be too old when they come up. Those 
games are for the young kids in their middle teens. 
What I’m going to concentrate on is winning the 
United States championships coming up in August, 
being an All-American at ASU, and helping that team 
win the nationals at the college level.”

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2002 Yearbook 
celebrates 
“Survival”

The 2002 Agawam High School Yearbook theme, 
“Surviving,” was chosen late in the spring of 2001, but 
the theme took on new dimensions after the tragedies 
of September 11th, 2001, yearbook faculty advisor 
Christine Kolodziej told us. 

A poem dedicated to those affected by the 
tragedies of that fateful day was written by Literary 
Editor April Rondeau and included in the yearbook, 
titled “Hope Survives.” 

April also wrote “Footprints - 2002,” which chroni¬ 
cled the happenings of the Class of 2002, starting 
back in the fall of 1998.

Mrs. Kolodziej acknowledged Steinmetz 
Photography for taking the senior photos and many of 
the candid shots.

Mrs. Kolodziej, who holds a master’s in education 
from The College of Our Lady of the Elms, took 
advantage of an all-day training seminar for new advi¬ 
sors, put on by Josten’s, the yearbook publisher, but 
she also knew from the start that she would love the 
role of advisor.

Each yearbook staff is chosen due to teacher rec¬ 
ommendation and information gleaned on the stu¬ 
dents’ applications. Exceptions are the yearbook edi¬ 
tor-in-chief and two associate editors, who are select¬ 
ed through a personal interview as well as teacher 
recommendation and student application. 

“I try to place each student in the position they 
seem best suited for,” said Mrs. Kolodziej. “Being on 
the yearbook staff is a huge responsibility,” she con¬ 
tinued, adding, “The students give up at least two 
extra hours a day for these responsibilities. They give 
up their weekends, and this is in addition to their 
classwork, their homework, and their after-school 
jobs.” 

To put together a yearbook, an advertising staff 
sells ads to businesses, a business staff handles 
money and sales, the literary staff writes all of the 
copy, and the layout staff designs the pages. The pho¬ 
tography staff provides photos of the underclassmen, 
every school event, including the Prom (which was 
themed “Wonderful Tonight” for the Class of 2002), 
cheerleading, the pep rallies, Orange and Brown Day, 
The Kid Party, the semi-formal, the Powder Puff 
Game, and a myriad of school events and activities. 

The sports staff covers all sports activities and the 
student secretary provides a variety of services. 
“Senior Salutes” can be purchased by parents that 
give a special message to their student. Proceeds 
from these, in addition to sales of the yearbook and 
ads purchased by local businesses, pay for the year¬ 
book’s production. 

When asked if this year’s books balanced as antic¬ 
ipated, Mrs. Kolodziej said there is start-up money for 
next year, which is necessary in order to have a down 
payment to the publisher, Josten's. 

“We have six major deadlines to meet every year,” 
explained Mrs. Kolodziej. 

The first deadline is to design the cover by early 
October. The theme has already been decided in the 
previous year, but this is kept secret. Then the senior 
color section photos must be in the hands of the pub¬ 
lisher by the third week in October. 

“The photos require work, plus we must choose the 
page, key the position on the page, and draw layouts 
around the pictures we have. The next four deadlines 
involve preparation of 64 pages at a time, per sec¬ 
tion,” she noted. Because of the intense pressure of 
these deadlines, seniors are strongly advised to have 
their senior pictures taken in the summer, or at the lat¬ 
est, in September. 

“There are several activities going on simultane¬ 
ously,” she said. “We have to proof pages that come

back from Josten’s while getting signatures (the word 
used to denote the sections that make up the year¬ 
book) or multiples ready to be sent out to Josten’s. It’s 
hard to convey how much work and pressure go into 
a completed yearbook. Everything has to be sent to 
Josten's and in their possession by March. That’s why 
photos of each year’s prom actually end up in the fol¬ 
lowing class yearbook.” 

Of Mrs. Kolodziaj, the Sachem 2002 staff wrote, 
“She may be small and cute, but the 2002 Sachem 
Staff can vouch for the fact that you don’t want to get 
on her bad side. She taught everyone that the keys to 
a great yearbook are organization, teamwork, creativ¬ 
ity, throwing a few pencils at the wall, and enjoying 
working under pressure.”

Here’s the rea¬ 
son. I hope none of us ever wish we could come back 
here. I’ve heard a few teachers saying lately that after 
a few months of college, we’ll be wishing we were 
back in high school. Don’t. Please don’t. Don’t live in 
the past, and don’t ever catch yourself saying that 
high school was the best time of your life ... the pres¬ 
ent should always be the best time in our lives, and I 
sincerely hope it is, for everyone here ... our lives are 
only beginning. We should be happy wherever we are, 
whenever we are, and we should spend our time

excited about the future, not missing the past... Don’t 
settle for less than happiness; you deserve it. 
Congratulations, everyone. It’s Graduation Day. This 
is supposed to be one of the best days of our lives. I 
hope it is for each and every one of you - today. And I 
also hope that all of your futures are so bright that 
they make the joy of today seem like nothing more 
than a glimmer. 

Salutatorian April Rondeau 
will be attending Boston 
College in the fall, majoring in 
history and minoring in sec¬ 
ondary education and French. 
She wants to teach and during 
the summers, she hopes to 
either direct children’s theater 
or write children's novels. 

“I started out when I was 10 
and I’ve promised my friend, 
Mike Lalli, that I’ll finish it in 
time for his graduation. That will be his present." 

Mike Lalli described April as “a real dedicated per¬ 
son who does everything with enthusiasm.” He 
added, “Every one of her honors and accomplish¬ 
ments have definitely been deserved. She has earned 
every one of them.” 

April’s mother, Deb, went back to school to become 
an elementary school teacher. Her father, Gary, lives 
in Florida where he manages a store, but he and April 
visit each other often. Her stepfather, David, is a wine 
salesman and her brother is checking out options for 
his future. 

April directed “Steel Magnolias,” which was staged 
at Agawam High School for two nights in April, calling 
it one of her most rewarding experiences. 

“We had a lot of help from Miss (Tammy) Watson, 
who was our advisor. Mike and I casted the six people 
in the play after auditioning about 30 people. We 
raised about $700 and after paying back our expens¬ 
es, we gave the remainder to the auditorium for a new 
curtain and new lights," she noted. 

April’s family helped with everything from making 
and moving props to set design and construction. April 
has been in five plays at the Red Door Theater at 
Valley Community Church in Feeding Hills. 

“My favorite role so far was Charlotte in ‘Charlotte’s 
Web,”’ she recalled. April served as literary editor for 
the yearbook, another experience she found reward¬ 
ing. She was editor of the school’s literary magazine, 
The Uniqorn, and explained that the q is for “quality.” 

She also belonged to the Math Team, Academic 


Decathlon, As Schools Match Wits, National Honor 
Society, Quill and Scroll, Shakespeare Society, and 
the swim team. 

In addition to writing “Footprints - 2002” in the 
school’s yearbook, April also contributed an evocative 
poem related to the events of September 11, 2001 
that would bring tears to the eyes of the most stalwart 
individual. To illustrate, we include this very moving 
poem by April Rondeau: 

September 11th, 2001 began like any other, bright 
and clear and full of hope. Mere hours would pass 
before we were brought to our knees, briefly, in the 
face of horrific tragedy. Fire from the sky toppled two 
pillars of our nation, a revered stronghold, and a field 
in Pennsylvania. In an instant, everything was differ¬ 
ent, the sky no longer peaceful, planes no longer com¬ 
monplace, our youth no longer innocent.. At first 
stunned by the loss our nation suffered, and angered 
at the cold-bloodedness of these acts, we came 
together, as only Americans can, to hope. Through 
candlelight vigils, prayers, and aiding those in need, 
we have shown the world that despite all odds, no 
matter how many lives are tragically cut short, nothing 
can keep us from standing together, from fighting 
back. American flags, which never gained more than 
a passing glance, now illicit tears, as we proudly say 
that these are our colors, that this is our home, and we 
will defend it with all of our hearts. American freedom, 
once so taken for granted, now brings pride to our 
souls, as we realize how truly lucky we are, to live in 
this nation, and be a part of something so great. That 
day in September began like any other, but thousands 
who woke up that morning will never see another sun¬ 
rise, or smell the coming of fall. They will never feel a 
snowflake on their nose, or revel in the joy of family, 
or hold their children close. They are gone from our 
sights, but remain in our hearts, reminding us every 
day of what we have to lose, and what we are fighting 
to protect. It is our job, our duty, to carry their memo¬ 
ry with us; to never let anyone get the best of us; and 
to shout, wherever we go, that freedom will never be 
eradicated from our shores, and we will persevere, for 
we are Americans and we will survive. 

To relax, April enjoys having friends over to play 
pool or ping-pong in her basement, and she listed last 
year's sojourn to France with her French teacher as 
another highlight in her life. “I especially enjoyed the 
southern part of France, with the castles, little villages, 
and vineyards. It was like going back in time. We 
spent Bastile Day (July 14th) in Nice. They had bands, 
music, and dancing in the streets. Nice is right on the 
French Riviera, but the beaches are made of pebbles 
and are not comfortable at all.”
